Common Colds.

The common cold is the most fre- 


quent cause of absenteeism. 
"When 


:he reason for the absence of school 
children is entered on the attendance 
ecord it is found that among diseases ] 
the name "colds" leads all the rest. 
Part of this is due to the fact that j 
measles, whooping cough, pneumonia, i 
scarlet , fever, and other forms of in- 
fection frequently start as 
"colds," j 


and in mafiy cases the disease never 
develops beyond that group of symp- 
toms. 
When business establishments have 


studied causes of absenteeism 
they 


have found that "colds" leads other 
disease causes. "Whisky, all night par- 
ties, too much money m the jeans fre- 
quently lead illness as causes of ab- 
senteeism, however. 


Moore, in "Public Health 
in 
the 


United States," gives the causes of 
sickness absenteeism in five investiga- 
tions made in the United States 
In 


four of these, "colds" jwas a reporta- 
ble cause. In two of the four it rank- 
ed all other causes. 
In the third it 


ranked fourth. In the fourth it rank- 
ed sixth. 
In all four both influenza 


and "sore throats"' were 
separated 


from "colds." Had they been combin- 
ed with it colds would have led all 
other causes. The aggregate number 
of people studied was.nearly 666,000, 
two-thirds of a million- 


Hill's very illumanating'work in two 


volumes on "The Science of Ventila- 
tion and Open Air Treatment" has a 
chapter on the cause of "colds." He 
says: 


i coug-hed, or spluttered out in speak- 
ing. The nose membrane of those .who 
stay in warm places is spongy and 
catches bacteria of colds. In those 
who live in cold, outside air. this mem- 
brane is kept taut and through 
it 


blood flows rapidly. Harmful bacteria 
are washed away, or, for some other 
reason, fail to get a foothold. To in- 
fect, a massive dose of bacteria, ie re- 
quired. In the open air the bacteria 
thrown out are blown about and, we 
might say, diluted, and a massive in- 
take of them is not probable."

"Men living open air lives arc free
